All bosses and thelr
sttendant gangsiers depend for thelr ex-
istence on spolintion and plunder.

Nor 1= It true, as msserted, that any
greater publicity now aids In exposing
corruption. Boodlers and corruptionists
do not work In the bright sunlight of
publicity; their deeds are dark, and they
work under the cover of darknesa. What
eriminal gives to the public press infor-
mation regarding the size or method of
his graft? What officer or agent of a
corporation has come forward voluntar-
fly and confesssd that the councll of a
certain city, or that the bosses acting
for them, had demanded and were glven
$100,000 for certzin rights and immuni-
ties? What membter of the legisiature
has voluntarily made publle admission of
the fact that in the last session he was
compelled to vote for measures which
nelther his consclence nor his judgment
approved; and that for such service he
had recoived so many tainted dollars or
& promise of another term In the legis-
lature? No, the plain facts are that the
reason thers are now so many discov-
erien of wholegale corpuption In office Is
that under the baleful relgn of bossism
all over the country there Is more
voodling, mors robbery than ever before
in Its history. Crafting has become so0
common, %0 braxen, that its exposures
cease o occasiogn surprise or wonder.

Get Rid of Grafters.

It Is time that all the people were be-
coming arousaed on the subject of graft
and grafters, and, as In all matters of
wrong, the American people, when once
aroused, will provide n remedy. They
have already come to the conclusion that
the only way to get rid of grafting
is to get rid of grafters, and the
only way to get rid of grafters s to
get rid of bosstam, of which grafters and
grafting are alwayn the necessary attend-
ants.

The ex-
fstence of a corrupt court In any of
the old nations of the world was never
brought about because the people were
corrupt and sunken In morals, and the
corruption in officisls of our state and
eities is not of Iteelf an Indication that
the great masses of the people are cor-
rupt.

It Is true, howcver, that the existence
of corruption, grafting and dishonesty In
publlc officials has and always will have
a most degrading effect on the character
of a community or commonwealth, and
unless =topped, the corruption will per-
meats every possible avenue of society,
and avarige nnd personal aggrandize-
ment, personal guin op supposed prefer-
ment and honors, will be umsed as so
many enticements to tempt the weak to
dellver up their consclences, their good
characters and their good names. This
loss of character in a community can not
be measured by gold: Its value is above
money; it la above all price.

Did any of the promingnt men of the
parly dare to aspire to be a candidate
for any office before that convention un-
less he first had permission from the
bosa? If any further evidence was nec-
essary 1o establish his kingship, it was
shown in his Influence [n securing =
member of the cabinet, an illustrious cit-
izen of Ohlo, to register In an oMcial way
the commands of the boss. There was
not a seif-respecting member of the
great Republican party in the state who
4id not know when the mun went down
on that 25th day of May that a battle
royal must be fought to win back thelr
Jiberties as citizens and as méembers of
that party, and it Is to their credit as
patriotic citjizens that many of them will
joln with us In redeeming the siate from
the thralldom of bossism, with its at-
tendants, graft and corruption.
